Mihiel area and immediately be­ 
fore posing ‘itself for another 
and even mightier-advance far­ 
ther to the southeast, has been 
contracted again to a modest 
fraction of its former size. 
Of the 4,000,0$) men or more 
which last November constitut­ 
ed the strength of our army, 
scarcely a quarter of a million 
remain. The record of transport­ 
ing 2,000,000 soldiers to Europe 
during the last year of hostilities

Savannah, 
Brunswick 
and 
Jacksonville. 
Two 
steamers go from New York to Per- 
uambuoo, Macelo and Bahia, North 
Brazil.

Five steamers from New York and one 
from New Orleans make regular trips 
to the west coast of South America, 
ranging from Guayaquil, Ecuador, to 
Valparaiso, Chile.

While the production of paper 
in the United States and Canada has 
increased very little in the past two 
years, the consumption 
has 
grown 
enormously. 
No one is able to pre­ 
dict what the price will be, or whether 
any newspaper will get an adequate 
supply of paper. 
The volume of ad-1 
vertising being carried by the news­ 
papers of the country is unprecedent­ 
ed 
The campaigns of national ad­ 
vertising which were put on by many 
concerns with an idea solely of creat­ 
ing good will, and with IHtle expecta­ 
tion of profitable returns, have been 
so successful that they have been in- 
treased. 
Despite an almost 
universal 
in- 
trea.H® in advertising rates the pat­ 
ronage has continued to grow. 
Many 
newspapers have been compelled to 
put a limit on their size. The Wash-, 
ington Star now limits its edition to 
ilpage*, and dally leaves out many 
columns of advertising. 
But several 
of the New York newspapers are run­ 
ning over this number of pages. The 
Detroit News prints from 36 to 40 
p«ges dady, and of this 85 per cent 
to advertising 
Giving as its reason that the regu­ 
lation by the government has made it 
inunposible fur it to earn a profit, 
the International 
Paper 
company, 
which makes 40 per cent of the news 
print used by American papers, re­ 
cently cut off arbitrarily over a doz­
